chances that the slayers of the Bork 
family will be captu red seem slimmer 
than ever. 
Two days have passed 
sinci» the finding of the bodies of Wil­ 
liam Bork, his wife and his 3-yor.r-old 
son beside the Old Schoolhoiise road, 
five miles north of here. 
Not a clew' 
of importance has been fou nd and no 
motive has appeared. 
Inqu iry 
among 
Mrs. 
Bork’s 
ac­ 
qu aintances in Frontenac has leveal- 
ed not a reason why she shou ld have 
an enemy. 
She was married when 
17 years old to Bork, the only sw’eet- 
heart she ever had, and settled natu r­ 
ally into the hard w’orking life of a 
coal miner’s wife. 
Ju st a type of 
hu ndreds 
of 
other patient, home- 
making women of the town of Fronte­ 
nac. 
William Bork, the hu sband, was a 
coal miner. 
He began mining when 
he w'as 18 years old. 
He was 23 
when he was killed. 
His coal min- 
m ’s cap with the tin lamp attached 
was still hanging on the back porch 
of his home in Frontenac today. 
His 
overalls were beside, ready 
to 
l)e 
w'orii into the mines Satu rday. 
He 
was not the kind of a man to make 
deadly enemies—ju st a plain, hard­ 
working miner. 
Barring two qu arrels, one with a 
French miner and the other with a 
negro miner, neither of w'hom seem 
to have been connected wu 'th the 
tragedy, William Bork is not knowm 
to have had (rou ble nor made an ene­ 
my. 
Still, it isn’t the death of the hu s­ 
band and wife wiiich has stirred the 
men of Fronteiiae. 
They are u sed to 
that. 
I>3zens of similar cases cou ld 
be cited. Other women have been at­ 
tacked and killed in Crawford cou n­ 
ty. 
Within the last ten years more 
than forty men have been killed in 
fights, and ambu shes and feu ds in 
the Frontcmac mining district alone, 
and in many cases no arrests w’ore 
made. 
Bu t never before w'as a baby mu r­ 
dered as it lay in its mother’s arms. 
The men of Frontenac are rou gh, bu t 


their main happiness is in their fami­ 
lies 
Late Satu rday niglit 150 men met in 
the town hall at the behest of Mayor 
John Beitzinger and made u p a $500 
reward for th* caiitiire of the mu rder­ 
er. 
Nothing was said abou t his con­ 
viction ju st his cai>tu re. One thou s­ 
and miners stand ready to att 'iid to 
his conviction. 
In spite of this,

done by the au thorities. At G o’clock 
Satu rday night, after the failu re of 
the bloodhou nds to pick u p the mu r­

Contained Articles Buried by Party of 
Gold Seek ers When Attack ed

Indians . 


Sev en M illion of the Nine Million Tele 
phones in the W orld Are In

Of 9 ,500,000 telephones in the world 
7,000,000 are in America, 2,000.000 in 
Europe and the other 500,000 scattered 
over the rem ain^ r of the planet’s sur 
face. Commenting on these recent es­ 
timates and their probable correctness 
the National Telephone Journal 
oi 
London say s: 
“The reason 
why Europe cuts so 
poor a figure in 
comparison 
with 
America is that four or five of the 
most civilized and populoous 
coun­ 
tries are extraordinarily back ward in 
telephone development. 
France, Aus­ 
tria, Hungary , Belgium, Holland and 
Italy —in the first four of which the 
telephone is entirely in the hands of 
the government—may be instanced. In 
the whole of France there are less 
than 20,000 stations, and in Austria 
and Hungary combined there are act­ 
ually fewer telephones than in the 
city of Chicago. 
"Ancient cities of universal renowm 
counting 400,000 or 500,000 inhabitants 
and moreover of greater commercial 
importance, such as Ly ons, Marseilles 
Naples. Antwerp and Prague are far 
behind .American towns with 50,000 to 
lOtt.OOO inhabitants, such as Peoroia 
St. Joseph, Day ton and Norfolk , Va., 
which lew' Europeans have ever heard

Cummings assisted the Sills in the 
search, and after several day s the 
buried articles were found and un­ 
earthed. The unearthing of ilie barrel 
required pick s and shovels and several 
hours work in a deep cany on. 
According to legend the emigrants 
w'ere pursued for several day s b y the 
Indians, who shot many of their oxen, 
and they were forced to mak e the trip 
on foot. 
In order that the journey 
could be made the more quick ly from 
the hostile country of the redmen the 
barrel of articles which has Just been 
unearthed was buried.—Berk eley cor- 
re.spondence San Francisco Call.

said the speaker, “ are held in subjec 
tion by men who are helped by the 
police of our city. 
There are 200,000 
such w’omen in the United States, and 
the income from their exploitation is 
over $30,000,000 a year. 
“ Tens of thousands of young men 
live upon this vice, and there are 
10,000 in this city alo n e. There are 
over 4,000 such girls in this misery in 
New' York city, many 
of them held 
prisoners without street clothing." 
Colonel McCliiie made it plain tha 
in his opinion the men engaged in 
this traffic Belonged to the iiUerior 
races of Europe.

There are six really big shoe fac 
tories in the United States. 
These 
turned out 25,000,000 pairs of slioes 
last year. 
Shoes to the value of $10, 
(|00,000 were sent aboard, and the re 
mainder, valued at $240,000,000, were 
used in this country. 
Although the 
trade in rubbers increases every year, 
only $70,000,000 was spent for such 
things last year. 
We are told that the preaching of 
vegetarianism interfers greatly with 
the shoe business. Last year Germans 
took a notion to eat less meat and. ac­ 
cording to the liookkeeper, the shoe 
manufacturers in the land 
of 
the 
kaiser were in despair. 
It is neces­ 
sary to sell a great deal of meat in 
order that hides may 
be 
obtained 
without loss. 
This is another instance of the need 
of co-operation between manufactur­ 
ers of ail kinds. 
I’nless Swift and 
Armour and the other packers are 
able to sell their goods the factories 
in the east must do with less leather. 
When the factories art forced to get 
along with less leather the world must 
get along with fewer shoes, and must 
also pay a higher price for those if 
does buy. 
It is interesting to know' that the 
foreign shoe trade is constantly in­ 
creasing. 
American salesmen are en­ 
tering Darkest Africa and inducing the 
natives to court bunions and corns by 
departing from their good custom of 
going barefoot. 


OIL LAKE IN MEXICAN GULF 


Be lie v e d to 
Be 
Fe d from 
De pos its 
Tha t Fe e d the Oil Fie lds of 
Te x a s , 


Reports from ship captains entering 
Galveston tell of a great and grow* 
kig lake out in the gulf which is evi­ 
dently fed from oil deposits feeding 
the oil fields of Texas. 
While it is 
known this oil lake, situated about 100 
miles southeast of Galveston, has ex­ 
isted for several years, it is only re­ 
cently that it has begun to spread out 
and is now' reported to be more than 
one mile in diameter, while another 
ship captain said the surface of the 
w'ater was covered with bubbling oil 
as far as their eyes could see. 
The latest report is from Capt. Net- 
terton of the British steamship Come­ 
dian, just in from Liverpool. 
He re­ 
ports the oil bubbling from three dis­ 
tinct jets in the gulf and says the oil 
deposit is thickening and spreading 
at a rapid rate. 
At this point the 
gulf is 5,400 feet, or over a mile deep, 
and a tremendous pressure is required 
to force this heavy oil through this 
body of water for over a mile and 
then shoot it out in three streams. 
A survey of the chart of the Gulf 
and the oil fields shows that the lake 
in the Gulf is in a direct line with 
The strata of oil from which the east 
Texas fields are supplied.

der and sew it up. 
Fold the scrim so 
it measures 4 by 6 inches and em­ 
broider the design in the middle of one 
side. 
The basket should be done with 
the middle color, the tw'o center flow­ 
ers and the leaves of the darkest shade 
and the rest of the flowers in the 
lightest shade. 
This done, sew the 
scrim on three sides on the machine, 
wrong side o u t 
This w ill make the 
bag. 
Now turn it right side out and 
sew it like a French seam one-half 
inch from the outer edge. 
This w ill leave the third side, which 
w ill be at either one end or the other, 
still open, and through this put the 
muslin bag of lavender. 
The sachet

ordinary m illiner’s hatbox (be sure to 
choose one of large size) glorified into 
quite an ornamental affair.

nothing specially m ilitary about th e 
usage, as the ignorant assert. 
The. 
same strings survive in the loops of 
the hats of bishops and other ecclesi 
astical dignitaries in Great Britain; 
in the strings of the hats w’orn by 
French cures and Spanish and Italian 
padres and in the cords w h ich are still 
seen on the hats of some livery ser­ 
vants. 
It naturally became the custom for 
m ilitary men to “ cock“ their hats with 
the livery color of the prince they 
served, and as the Hanoverian color 
was tlie convenient one of black, the 
“ black cockade" became associated in 
the minds of the people with m ilitary 
uniform. 
In an old Scotch song of 
Shiramuir, citing Woodward’s herald­ 
ry. we read of “ the red coat lads with 
black cockades," and a knot of white 
ribbons was naturally chosen as the 
badge of their opponents. W hen the 
old use of the strings was forgotteu, 
the knot, in the form of a rosette of 
ribbon, survived, just as did the but­ 
tons on the backs of our coats, which 
were intended to fasten back the flaps 
in riding or marching.— "Justice of the 
Peace.
